ber in Southern Idaho

TWO LARGE TRACTS

INCLUDED

Washington, April 13.—The De.
partment of Agriculture has begun
ndvertising two large tracts of tim-
ber which aggregate 7560 million feet
on the Payette River within the
Bolse and Payvelte Nationul Forests,
Ildunho. The District Forester at Og-
den, Utah, will receive bids up to
and including June 1, 1913, and for
an additionnl month if Intending pur
chusgers wish more time o examine

the timber before deciding on their
bids F

While the bids recelved through
competition will determine the rate

at which the timber will be sold, the
departimnent, us the result of a care-
ful study, has  placed o minimum
price which will bé considered on
the timber, according to species and

situntion. These priced range from
$2.50 & thousnnd feet for western
yellow pine In the most ncressible
| places, down to 3160 for the least

viluable and least accessible timber,
The initial rates will be subject to
readjustment in 1918 and in 1922, By
such  readjustment the slummpage
price may be modified twice al four-
year intervals during the twelve
veurs which will be allewed for the
removal of the timber,

“A MODEL CITY"

By Rev. Henry W. Pringle

It 8 proposed to make Washington
a model city, where justice and effi-
ciency exist in superiative degree,
in matters of trade, public utllities,
police and fire protection, education,
sanitation, health and recreation.
The national capital already has won
enviable distinction In these lines
and olalms to be the cleanest and
most beautiful city in America. In
one respect Washington is a back-
ward city. Any civie plan of better-
ment is defective which does mot
provide for the abatement of law-
lessness and commerciatized vice in
the community.

There were 30 murders last yvear
in Washington, agalnst three in Tor-
onto with the same population, and
20 murders in London with twenty
thnes Washington's population (360,
000). For the year ending July 1,
1911, there were 34,068 arrests io
Washington, although drunkenness
of itself I1s not an offense in the
District, The police force that year
numbered 731, or an officer to each
479 of the population.

There are 497 llcensed bar-rooms
and one of the offizers of police tes.
tified at a senate hearing this year
that about 40 unprosecuted brothel-
keepers are selling liquors without
a license. The order of the ex: se
board (April 1, 1910) prohibited
screens during hours of closing, but
the saloon-keepers in Washington
pay no attentlon to that order. Li-
quor is frequently sold to minors and
drunken persons,

Both the District code and the gen-
eral laws of Congress make it the
duty of the police Lo suppress places
of prostitution. On Mar. 22, Captain
HoWonberger, of the police depart-
ment, testiffed that there are in
Washington 52 brothels with 240 in-
mates,

Making Votes for Women

Before many months probably New
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania
will vote on constitutional amend-
ments granting suflrage to women.
Mizhigan Is already voting again on
the subject—the amendment that was
defented lust November by a very
narrow and dubious majority having
been resubmitted. The orderly suff
rage propagonda in this country has
reached a stage where legislatures
are generally ready to adopt the nec-
essary rosolutions and pasgs the |s-
sue on to the voters—often, no
doubt, in plous expectaticn that the
voters will sey mnay.

Among volers there Is much per-
fectly respectable opposition to equal
suffrage, based on the honest con-
viction that It would be good neith-
er for women nor men. But that is
not the sort of opposition women
need fear. The sort that 18 really
formidable was finely exemplified by
Incidents attending the suffrage par-
ade In Washington when women
peaceably exercising an undoubted
right were buffeted, trampled upon
and Jeered by edifying representa-
tives of the more muscolar sex, some
of whom were drunk. Those men re.
sent female suffrage because It lm-
plles that a be'ng whom they can
thragh may be thelr equal, which

would entirely upset their standards
of value, They believe In - woman's
Inhérent inferlority; and the more

inferior the man s the more tenuci-

Al anpouncement comes from
Washington that means much for
Hyannis, the county seat of Grant
county, ns well as for the persoms
who may be so fortunmste as to se-
cure n plece of the valuable land
in question. J. B, Knlest was at Hy-
annis last Sunday and Informs The
Hearald that there is considerable ex-
citement there over the matter. The
following 8 from the Omaha Bee of
April 13thi:

From Washipgton the Burlington
has recelved notive of the restom-
tion of 621 sections, or more than
332,000 acres of Nebraska land to
the public domnin. This lmnd les
in Grant and McPherson countles
and was segregated some ten yeurs
0, being set aside as a portion of
@ North Plaite forest rowerve.
The land in question Hes In &
body, several miles wide and extend-
ing from a short distance south of
Hyannis on the Burlington, south to
near the Bridgepont bramch of the
Unfon Pacifie and generally Is  the
best grazing section In the siate, It
is gomewhat hilly along the sireams,
but there are numerous high table-
Innds exoellemt for agricultural pur
poses, besides a number of wide an
rich valleys. When i was with-
drawn from the publiec domaln and
became a part of the North Platte
forest reserve It was the Intention
to reforest the enltire wract, planting
#t to pine trees. The experiment
was tried, but it proved impractica-
ble and for several yoars it has been

a cattle range and looked upon as n
sort of “no man's Jland.” In the
area, wWhich iz s large as Douglas

county, there are a number of nev-
erdfailing streams, a dogen or more
iaken fed by springs, around which
there are hay flats miles in extent,
